300 Casualties at Etap!

The military authorities, acting in 
co-operation with the Ministry of La- 
bour, are now engaged in perfecting 
a scheme by which, whén the proper 
period arrives, our fighters on land 
will be got back into civil life with 
the utmost célerity that efficient or- 
ganisation can effect, The scheme is 
far-reaching in its ramifications. 
has been carefully thought o 
the British authorities, who have not 
only had to consider the position at 
home, but also how it will fit in with

with the Dominions 
overseas, with transport facilities 

rom Salonika, Mesopotamia, and

ANOTHER SURPRISE. 


Great German Attack in 


Champagne. 

The Germans effected another sur- 
prise attack, on the Allies on Monday, 
attacked our line in Flan- 
Locre and Voormezeele

Soissons to Rheims, a distance of 30 
miles. The attack in Flanders—on a 
sector held by French troops—proved 


| with 4 divisions, and after meeting 
with some temporary success died 
away, the French reestablishing their 
line in this part of the battle fro 
The main attack was on the Ais 
front, where the Huns employed about 
350,000 men, and it was here that they 
ained considerable success. The 
Allies’ High Command, apparently, 
did. not, anticipate a blow at ‘this 
front, to which some of those divi- 
sions of ours which took -such a 
glorious part in stemming the Ger- 
man omrush on March 21 had been 
i transferred for a “rest.” The result 
was that the Huns were again in 
vast numerical superiority when the 
battle opened, and our Jine had to 
withdrawn swiftly to avoid a rupture, 
though the British and French in it 
fought as usual with the greatest 
eourage and tenacity. The German’s 
first success was the capture of the 
Chemin des Dames road, which. the 
French captured last year, and the 
Huns followed this up on Tuesday by 
forcing their way over the Aisne, and 
the Vesle. They then brought up 
fresh reinforcements, and on Wednes- 
| day forced the battle on both flanks 
towards Soissons aid Rheims. The 
French retired fighting stubbornly 
on Soissons. he Germans euc- 
ceeded in entering the town,, and 
fierce fighting followed iin the 
streets for several hours. In the 
end the French -fell back, holding the 
roads on the outskirts. The French, 
too, offered a fine defence on the 
heights séuth of the Vesle, but the 
Germans have succeeding in pushing 
their advance about 6 miles farther 
at its deepest point, making a total of 
15 miles since the battle began on 
Monday. ‘The attack towards Rheims 
was even more stubbornly resisted, 
The Germans got almost half round 
the town, and firing on the defenders 
from 3 sides, but theFranco-British 
troops, still held on the edge of the 
canal a mile north-wést of the town 
proper. The Germans up to this 
point claimed 25,000 prisoners.

Mr. Hy. Wood, the special corres- 
pondent of the United Press o 
America, telegraphs from French 
General priced. EER By their at- 
tack on the Soissons-Rheims sector 
the Germans have extended their of- 
fensive front from Rheims sto Flan- 
ders and the mountains, until the 
front of attack contitutes<a single 
great battle raging over a 187-mile 
front. There is every indication that 
the present attack is an integral part 
of the Germans’ original offensive 
plans. lt is within our positive 
knowledge that during the winter 
Ludendorff prepared and staged 2 
great attacks, 1 against Amiens and 
the other against Rheims. The final 
choice fell upon. the Amiens sector, 
and this attack being checked, Luden- 
dorff had the Rheimg sector. attack 
planned and staged for execution at 
any moment. and this attack is now 
being carried out in precisely the 
same manner as the Amiens attack, 
the. troops having apparently been 
trained for either. The reserves con- 
centrated 100 kilometres north of 
Rhejms, were rushed up to the front 
on Sunday night by foreed marches, 
and after a brief and most intense 
bombardment from 1 a.m. to 4 a.m.

Up here in the north our thoughts 
are with fhose divisions of ours, the 
8th, the 21st, the 25th, and the 50th, 
who have been. heavily engaged in 
this new battle along the Aisne. in 
the midst of French troops, says 
Philip Gibbse It-is hard luck on 
them, for they helped to bear the 
brunt of the German onslaught of 
March 21 and the following weeks,

Echo of Kemmel.
